Whin you think about it. this act is 
actually a pretty powerful satement against the corruption 
that Wall Street has cone to represent. But since thinking 
is often too much to ask »f the American mass media, the 
; question of demands has turned into a massive PR chal- 
lenge. Ihc General Assembly is currently in the midst of 
determining how it will come to consensus about unifying 
demands. It's a really messy and tntctcsUng discission Bui 
don't hold your breath. 

How many people have rcspoidcd to the Adbusters call? 
How large is the group? And hiw large has it ever been? 

Ihc original Adbusters call mvisioned 20,000 people 
Hooding the Financial District on S<pt. 17. A tenth of that 
probably ended up being ihue that day. Despite a mas- 
sive Anonymous-powered online sxial media blitz, lots of 
people simply didn't know about it, and traditional progres- 
sive organizations like laboi unions and P«« groups were 
uncomfortable signing on to so^motpbous an action. Over 
the course f a difficult first week, with arrests happening 
just about every day, new faces kept coming as others fil- 
tered out to take a break. 7hc media coverage after the mas 
arrests On Saiutday, Sept. 24 and alleged police bmuk". 
has brought out many iwre. Now, during the day and into 
the night, one finds 'CO or more people in the plaza, and 
maybe half that slcping over. At any given time, several I 
thousand people aound the world are watching the occu- 
pation's 24/7 livesTcam online. 

What would a "vh" look like for the occupation? 

Again, that deperds on whom you ask. As Sept. 17 
approached, the N'C General Assembly really saw its 
goal, again, not so mich as to pass some piece of legisla- 
tion or start a revoluion as to build a new kind of move- 
ment. It wanted to fonrnt similar assemblies around the 
city and around the woid, which would be a new basis 
for political organizing n this country, against the over- 
whelming influence of ccporaic money. That is starting to 
happen, as similar ocupations arc cropping up in doicis

Ihc police presence is nonstop, and there have been 
some very scary encounters with ihcm— which also gave 
occasion for tremendous acts of courage by protesters. The 
Worst toddeni wal last Saturday, of course , but there has 
been very little trouble since then. A large contingent of 
propter-, has no intention of getting arrested, and almost 
nobody is interested in taking pointless risks or instigating 
violence against people or property. The mire that otdinary 
people ioin the cause— together svith celebrity visitors like 
Sfrtn Sarandon, I lornd West and Michael Moore— the less 
likely the police will probably be to try to suppress u Al one 
jign along Broadway says, "Safety in Numbers! Join Us'." 

If I can't come to Wall Street, what else can I do? 

A lot of people arc already taking part in Important ways

can watch the lh?cstreani, nuke donations, retweei on Iwit- 
tcr and entourage your friends to get interested. People with 
relevant skill-, have been volunteering to help maintain the 
movement's websites and edit video— coordina ting through 
khih and other social media. Soon, the formal 
discissions about demands will be happening online .is well 
as in the plaza. Offline, you can fo[n the numerous similar 
occupations that arc starting up around the country or start 
your own < heck occupyiogethcr org Finally, sou can always 
take the advice that has become one ol the several mantras 
of the movement, expressed this wij !>v one woman ai Iocs 
day night'i General Assembly meeting: 'Occupy sour own 
bean she said, "not with fear but with love."
